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Superintendent gives 
school opening B+

The opening of the 1985-86 
school year in Wilmington was 
accorded a B+ by Supt. Robert 
Horan at Tuesday night's school 
committee meeting. 

Horan, who visited each school 
during the day, told board 
members that, “in general, things 
opened smoothly.” Buses posed the 
biggest problem as many arrived at 
schools earlier than expected 
because of new drivers and the 90 
minute delayed open: Some 
adjustments in bus routes also had 
to be made. 

Another concern was the safety of 
high school students crossing 
Church Street and Middlesex 
Avenue to go to the high school 
from the Swain School. Horan 
pointed out that a-letter requesting a 
crossing guard had been sent to 
Police Chief Bobby Stewart. In the 
meantime, crossing lines have been 
Painted across those streets, and a 
police cruiser was stationed by the 
school to slow down traffic. A 
blinking light, he added, was also 
being pursued. 

Committeeman Phil Fenton, who 
disagreed with Horan’s estimate 
and rated the opening a C-, 
requested a letter be sent to Town 
Manager Buzz Stapczynski 
bringing the “dangerous” situation 
to his attention as "I don't want 
some child killed. 

Room problems also “caused 
some difficulty” at the high school, 
said Horan, as they were blocked 
off due to construction. This is an 
area Horan is presently addressing, 


though with construction under- 
way, further problems of this type 
may crop up, he added. The 
reading room, especially, was 
criticized as being too dark and 
warm for students to use 
comfortably as its windows were 
boarded up, PBC members have 
agreed to bring in a fan for that 
room and possibly punch holes in it 
for ventilation, said PBC Chairman 
Diane Allan, later in the evening. 

Enrollment is stable, said Horan, 
although kindergarten enrollment 
is slightly higher than anticipated. 
Parents were told at one elementary 
school orientation last week week 
that class sizes ranged from 26 to 
28 children. 

Horan explained that “cross-town 
movement” and late registration on 
the part of some parents alt the 
original class sizes. Though he 
doesn't anticipate any difficulties at 
this time, Horan reserved the right 
to ask the school committee for an 
extra teacher's aide aide in each 
class should class sizes go any 
higher. 

Parent Rose Murray brought two 
problems to the board's attention. 
One a “very dangerous 
situation” at the corner of Lake 
Street and Grove Avenue where 
waiting school children are in 
danger from speeding cars. The 
other was the presence of broken 
glass on the Shawsheen School 
tennis courts where students play 
during recess. Horan assured her he 

would try to resolve both 
problems. 


Residents to get 
electric rate cut 


The September light bills, to 
residents of Wilmington and other 
towns served by the Reading 
Municipal Light Dept. (RMLD) 
will have $5 credit. 

The RMLD is now receiving 
credit for hydro-electric power 
from the New York Power 
Authority. It is one of a number of 
municipal systems receiving that 
power, all of them part of the 
Massachusetts Municipal Wholesale 
Electric Company (MMWEC) 
MMWEC has proven in court that 
it is entitled to the use of power 
from the NYPA under a 1957 
Federal law. 

The initial allotment to 
Massachusetts was for about 5000 
kilowatts (KW). After success- 
fully arguing before the Federal 
Energy Regulatory Commission 
that the allocation for Massa-

chusetts should be received., 
MMWEC saw the state's share 
revised to 48,500 KW. Of this, 
Reading will receive 3701 KW 

Because certain preference 
customers in Ohio and Penn- 
sylvania are, at this time, unable to 
receive their allocations of NYPA 
power, the Massachusetts allocation 
has been increased to 66,700 KW 
‘on a temporary basis. Reading's 
share of this is 5089 KW. 

The formal revised contracts 
have not yet been negotiated. A 
ten-year period is anticipated. It is 
also anticipated that power from 
the NYPA St. Lawrence Project, 
another hydro-electric facility, will 
be added to the allocation. 

The FERC has recently turned 
down several requests to have a 
re-hearing of the decision to 
increase out-of-state allocations of 
New York power. This may result 
in a still greater allocation to 
Massachusetts municipal light 
departments. Gross savings for the 
Massachusetts municipals from 
these allotments should range be- 
tween $140 and $150 million over 
the contract period., the RMLD 
said. 

New York state law governing 
the operation of the NYPA re- 
quires that the sale of low- cost 
hydro-electric power should be for 
the sole benefit of residential

Do you find yourself becoming 
more depressed each day? 

Does the thought of leaving your 
home to go shopping leave you full 
of unexplained anxiety? 

Are you having difficulty coping 
with stress or helping a family\ 
member who's “spaced out” on/ 
drugs? 

If so, you might want to take 
advantage of the special heip 
available through Wilmington 
Family Counseling Service, Inc 
(WECS). 

According to WFCS Director, 
Dr. Carol Golub, approximately 90 
percent of clients queried feel they 
have been helped by the non-profit 
agency she's headed for the past 16 
years 

The treatment center, for those of 
you unfamiliar with its workings, is 
a mental health agency dedicated to 
providing quality service at low 
cost and a time convenient to 
client's work and school schedules. 
Anyone - child, adolescent, or adult 
- can find help simply by picking up 
the phone and making an appoint, 
ment. The office remains open day 
or night for clients’ convenience. 

WECS is subsidized by the town 
of Wilmington through a line item 
in the Board of Health budget. The 
sliding fee to residents is usually 
between $5 and $40 and is set 
according to income and number of 
dependents. Health insurance may 
also cover all or part of the service. 

This year - its 18th year in 
business - the agency is undergoing 
hange. Besides bringing up their

staff to six members, WFCS has 
just completed a move from its old 
quarters on Church Street. The 
agency is now located in a brand 
new office on Main Street in the 
Presidential Park office building 
across from Dunkin’ Donuts. The 
comfortable, home-like atmos- 
phere in the three room office, says 
Dr. Golub proudly, “is really 
giving us a new lease on life.” 

Now, she explains, “we've gotten 
to the point where we have to be 

ore visible in town. We would 
‘also like to make some kind of 
significant dent in the community.” 

The family counseling service 
was first opened in response to a 
need, explains Dr. Golub in an 
early morning interview. People 
like the late Emil Berger and 
members of the Wilmingtoif 
Council of churches, who were the 
driving force behind WFCS, felt 
the nearest facility - the Solomon 
Mental Health Clinic in Lowell was 
“too far removed from 
Wilmington.” 

So the idea of Wilmington’s own 
facility was born. The agency's 
first board of directors included 
such concerned residents as Jim 
Banda, John Imbimbo, Ralph 
Lepore, and Stanley Webber. This 
board helped organize the service 
and hired the first director, who 
only served a short time before Dr. 
Golub took over. 


Today's Board of Directors 
presently consists of 11 residents 
elected for three year terms, They 
are Dr. John Marshall (president), 
Mildred Wollf (vice-Pres.), 


Richard Meegan (treasurer), Anna 
Low (secretary), Florence 
Athanasia, Charlotte Stewart and 
Elizabeth White. New this year are 
Jane Accardi, Elaine Hachey, James 
Palman and John Perry 

Dr. Golub adds quickly that they 
ag continually seeking new mem, 
bers and two of them ususally 
represent the Council of Churches. 

The agency is careful to hire staff 
with a variety of specialities so it 
can reach people with all types of 
problems, Pinging from adults wh 
need help with parenting s 
suicidal types or adolescents with 
behavioral or emotional problems 


Staff members i 1-qualified 
in their own fiellls and have a 


strong commitment to helping 
others, says Dr. Golub, adding that 
“most of us see ourselves as a 
team.” 


Besides Dr. Golub, who has been 
a psychologist for 20 years, there 
are licensed psychologists Robert 


Hartl, Fred Rothbaum, and Dr 
Richard Higgins, and a Licensed 
Independent Clinical Social 
Worker Barbara Goldsher 

Goldsher, who works with 
troubled adolesicents, and Dr 


Higgins, who is the former clinical 
director of SHARE and works with 
Substance abusers, are the newest 
staff personnel. Through Dr 

Higgins, they hope to focus on those 
addicted to drugs and alcohol or 
those who suspect their drinking is 
getting out of hand. He was hired.

The Wilmington Special Needs 
Advisory Council (SNAC) is a 
parent organization that meets 
monthly during the school year. Its 
purpose is to look after the interests 
of the handicapped (special needs) 
children of Wilmington as well as 
provide information and support 
services“for the parents of these 
children. 

SNAC holds two fund raising 
events each year, a fall dance and a 
pancake breakfast in March, which 
has allowed the group to provide 
the following during the past years: 

Scholarships for special needs 
students, a parent support group 
for the SNAC parents, funding for 
equipment and transportation for 
the recreation department summer 
program for special needs children 
at Camp 40 Acres, funding for 
special needs classes, field trips and 
equipment needs not budgeted for 
in the school budget, partial 
funding for an audio trainer for a 
hearing impaired student in the 
Wilmington school system, funding 
for the camping coalition which 
provides camping services for 
various types of handicapped 
children, funding for a sign 


language interpreter for a hearing 
impaired child at the tiny tot camp, 
and donations for other charitable 
causes. 

The Wilmington SNAC meets 
regularly with the Wilmington 
public school special education 
director and with various members 
of the Wilmington School Commit 
tee and the Shawsheen Tech School 
Committee. The Wilmington 
SNAC also works closely with the 
Wilmington Recreation Depart- 
ment on programs for the special 
needs children of Wilmington. 

The SNAC meetings are held on 
the first Monday of every month, 
September through June at 7:30 
p.m. in the’ 4th of July Building 
opposite Wilmington common on 
Middlesex Avenue and are open to 
anyone interested in the programs.

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Duffy house to be dismantled, moved: 


The Charles Duffy House on 
Aldrich Road, Wilmington will be 
a sight well worth. seeing about 
Friday or Saturday of this week 

Built probably in 1812, it is a 
Federal period home with no signs 
of being what is called a Federal 
Home, It is better to be described as 
a central hallway house, a type of 
home which came later. 

The Charles Duffy House is being 
torn down, not to destroy it, but to 
preserve it, All the timbers, doors, 
windows, wainscotting, etc. from 
the home have been numbered, by 
architectural ‘consultants, and the 
numbered parts are to be taken to 
Rhode Island, where they will be 
re-erected into a home which will 
be the original home, minus such 
things as the old plaster lathes and 
the plaster itself. 

On Friday the old fashioned 
chestnut beams, put up when the 
house was constructed, should be 
bare, and it is hoped to start 
dismantling the beams at that time. 
It is understood that a tv crew from 
Channel 4 in Boston will be on hand 
to photograph the process. 

On the 15th of May this paper 
wrote a story about what it then 
termed the Aldrich House, and how 
that house was to be torn down, to 
make way for a new residential 
development, to be called 
Tomahawk Drive. The Town Crier 
called it the Aldrich House because 
it was the home of that family from 
maybe 1870 to July 26, 1947, when 
the last person of that family, Sarah 
Grace, died, 

Not much is known of the Aldrich 
family, even though the street 
(Aldrich Road) was obviously 
named for them. Three members 
were born in Upton, Mass., 
between 1825 and 1841. Charles, 
son of Arnold, who died in 1983 
was born in Northbridge, and 
another member of the family was 
born in Bradford, Vermont. Lu 
Ella Aldrich, who married Harry 
Melvin Taylor of Woburn in 1901 
was born in Hyde Park in 1880. 

But the home had a more 
romantic beginning than the Town 
Crier believed some years ago. 

‘About 1967 the Jaquith family 
had a convention in Woburn, and 
the publisher of the Town Crier 
was an invited guest. The Jaquiths 
were trying to produce a family 
geanology which would, of course, 
teace back to the Jaquith family of 
1665, the family of Sergeant 
Abraham Jaquith, a veteran of King 
Philip's War, who died in a few 
years of his wounds 

Sergeant Jaquith lived about 300 
feet westerly of what was being 


called the Duffy House, but there is 
no trace of his home, The Rev. 
Daniel Noyes of the Congregational 
Church, in 1880 described an 
existing cellar hole, westerly of 
Aldrich Road, and near Forest 
street, as the site of the home, but 
that hole has long since 
disappeared. 

The first Abraham Jaquith, father 
of Sergeant Abraham, lived in 
Charlestown about 1643. He moved 
to Oburn, as he spelled it, about 
1659. The story has recently been 
told in a book published by the New 
England Historic Genealogical 
Society, about the Jaquith and 
Walker families. 

The first Abraham, a Hugenot, 
was a member of the Woburn 
church, and believed he was living 
in Woburn. But, after some years, 
it was determined that the 
Shawsheen Line, as it was termed, 
was easterly of his home, and he 
lived in Billerica. The Shawsheen 
Line was laid out in 1655, to 
delineate the boundary between the 
two towns, and was one mile 
easterly of the Shawsheen River. 

Aldrich Road, today, is the 
approximate line of the Shawsheen 
Line as laid out in 1655. 

The first Abraham died in 1676. 
It is to be surmised that he lived in 
the area of Aldrich Road and Froest 
Street for about 17 years, and that 
the farm had at least 100 acres, and 
probably more. 

Wilmington was set aside as a 
town in 1730, and much of the 
Jaquith farm was thus found to be 
in Billerica. The third Abraham 
Jaquith, who, before his death in 
Wilmington about 1753 owned 
about 600 acres of land was the first 
of seven farmers in Billerica, 
easterly of the Shawsheen River, to 
petition to have the boundary with 
Wilmington changed. His farm 
became a part of Wilmington in 
1731, and that change included the 
property that later became: the 
Aldrich and the Charles Duffy 
homestead. 

Other families in the area, at least 
two of whom were Hugenot, also 
petitioned for the change. The two 
Hugenot families, in addition to the 
Jaquiths, were named Corneille and 
Beard, By 1737 all the land easterly 
of the Shawsheen River was a part 
of Wilmington and that land being 
what is now the "thumb" of 
Wilmington. 

And, by 1743 members of the 
Jaquith family were moving to 
other towns, and to other provinces 
too. There were many of the 
Jaquith family however, in 
Wilmington, Billerica and Tewks-

Men, horses hone their skills 


By DOUG BOYLE 


STONEHAM — Surrounded 
by the Stone Zoo in Stoneham is 
a school that has attracted 
national attention because of the 
training techniques that have 
been developed there. 

The average age of the 
graduates is between six and 10 
years old, but after they have 
completed the six- to eight-week 
course, these “students” will be 
ready for just about any 
situation that they might en: 
counter. 

The school is the tnaining 
facility for the Metro Police's 
Mounted Patrol, and the horses 
are not the only “students” that 
receive training on the grounds. 

Each of the police officers that 
make up the nine-man patrol out 
of the Middlesex Fells Division 
of the Metro Police must also 
Pass a 30-day course before they 
are allowed to join the patrol 

Trainer-Coordinator Frank 
Smith, who is responsible not 
only for this unit but also for the 
Blue Hills eight-horse, six-man 
unit, explained the necessity for 
the training, saying, ‘‘The liabil- 
ity is on the officer for anything 
that happens once they leave the 
barn.” 


The point is that anything 
could happen once they leave 
the barn to go to an assignment. 
That could be a parade 
celebrating a festive occasion; 
or it may just as well be helping 
to break up a race riot, as the 
mounted units were called to do 
during the start of the forced 
bussing of Boston school 
children in the early 1970s
